Tho public bo 
camo suspicious and demanded an in

Dr. Heron rcrieatcdat tho Inquest thi 


statement 5hat ho had given an over- 
doso of morphia, but said that he had 
thrown tlio morphine bottle away 
post mortem examination of the body 
of Mrs. Heron revealed very little. 
In 


the body there was found one and ono- 
tcuth grains of prussic acid, but no 
morphia or other poisons. Tho quan 
tity of prnssic acid found was not suf- 
ficient to causa death, but a largo 
amount of the poison had been ab 
Hortjcil by tho blood, which amount evi- 
dently had been fatal. The verdict of 
tlio jury was that Mrs. Heron died from 
natural causes. 


Dr. Heron soon afterward left Ja- 


maica.
